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SELECTMEN'S  EEPOET. 


The  Selectmen  of  Dorchester  submit  to  the  Town  the 
following  as  their  Annual  Report : — 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  Town,  within  the  past  year,  of 
having  orders  drawni  by  the  Selectmen  upon  the  Treasu.rer 
for  all  disbursements,  and  vouchers  for  the  same  to  be  kept 
on  file  at  the  Selectmen's  room,  has  made  it  necessary  that 
an  account  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  should 
be  presented  by  this  board,  instead,  as  formerly,  by  the 
Auditors  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts.  And  in  preparing 
this  statement,  some  remarks  are  offered  by  way  of  explana- 
tion as  to  what  has  been  done  within  the  municipal  year 
just  now  closing,  and  also  some  recommendations  for  the 
future. 

The  increasing  wants  of  the  town  must,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  place  upon  this  board  many  new  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities. And  in  the  performance  of  these,  it  may  be  hoped 
that  whatever  shall  appear  to  have  been  injudicious  or  un- 
wise, will  be  attributed  to  unintended  errors  in  judgment, 
rather  than  a  want  of  interest  or  endeavor  in  the  discharge 
of  the  various  trusts  that  have  been  committed. 

The  Aljis  House  Establishment. 

The  condition  of  things  in  and  about  the  Alms  House 
establishment  may  be  represented  by  the  board  as  satisfactory. 
The  commendation  that  was  awarded  in  a  previous  report 
may  still  be  continued.  So  far  as  relates  to  those  employed  in 
the  charge  and  oversight  of  this  establishment,  the  good  order 


that  has  been  observed,  and  the  care  and  attention  bestowed 
upon  all  who  have  been  committed  to  their  keeping,  are 
creditable  alike  to  them  and  to  the  town.  The  number  of 
paupers  in  the  house  on  the  1st  of  February,  1850,  was 
twenty-four.  There  have  been  admitted  during  the  past 
year,  twenty-one ;  and  discharged,  twenty  ;  which,  together 
with  five  deaths,  will  leave  its  number  twenty  on  the  1st  of 
February,  1851.  Of  the  whole  number  that  have  been  ad- 
mitted, seventeen  were  foreigners. 

Reservoir. 

A  reservoir  has  been  constructed  at  the  "  watering-place," 
so  called,  situated  near  the  house  of  Moses  Draper,  which, 
in  case  of  fires  in  that  vicinity,  would  furnish  a  supply  of 
water  that  could  not  be  so  well  obtained  otherways.  The 
boundary  lines  of  land  belonging  to  the  town,  and  adjoining 
the  land  of  said  Draper,  have  all  been  established. 

Land  for  Gravel  Banks. 

A  quantity  of  land  has  been  purchased  upon  Commercial 
street,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  that  section  of  the  town 
with  gravel  for  repair  of  roads.  The  estimated  quantity  of 
gravel  included  in  this  purchase,  together  with  the  location 
of  the  land,  would  seem  to  justify  the  outlay,  for  it  is  be- 
lieved by  the  board  that  the  land,  after  the  gravel  has  been 
removed,  will  sell  for  as  much  or  more  than  it  now  costs. 
And  as  it  is  growing  more  and  more  difficult  to  procure  good 
gravel  for  the  repair  of  highways,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  purchase,  in  other  sections  of  the 
town,  land  for  that  purpose,  whenever  in  their  opinion  it  can 
be  done  for  the  interest  of  the  tovm. 

Gibson  School  Fund. 

The  expenses  under  this  head  are  for  the  completion  of  a 
new  street  over  the  land  o^vned  by  the  town,  and  the  fenc- 
ing out  of  the  same,  all  of  which  is  now  finished. 


School  Expenses. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  school  committee  over  the 
appropriation,  as  appears  in  this  report,  may  be  attributed 
partly  to  the  keeping  out  of  this  account  an  unexpended 
balance  of  last  year,  and  also  by  the  outlay  of  a  part  of  the 
income  of  the  Gibson  fund  in  finishing  a  new  road  of  that 
name  and  fencing  the  same.  In  regard  to  the  balance  of 
last  year,  the  board  would  say  that  all  balances  of  appropria- 
tions which  in  any  former  year  may  remain  unexpended, 
must  as  a  matter  of  course  pass  into  one  general  fund  at  the 
close  of  each  financial  year,  at  the  auditing  of  the  Town 
Treasurer's  accounts — and  that  all  such  balances  should  not 
be  considered  as  available  by  any  subsequent  committee  of 
the  succeeding  year. 

Highways. 

The  repair  of  highways  does  not  come  within  the  control 
of  this  board  :  but  there  are  two  important  matters  that 
are  so  closely  connected  with  this  subject,  it  is  not  deemed 
out  of  place  to  mention  them  in  this  report ;  viz.  the  filling 
up  of  side  ways,  which  are  unsafe  for  public  travel,  and  the 
formation  of  side  walks,  in  aU  the  principal  streets  through- 
out the  tovwi.  The  amount  of  money  now  raised  and  ex- 
pended in  the  highway  department  is  appropriated  mainly 
by  the  surveyors  to  the  repair  of  the  travel  part  of  the  roads 
only — the  general  condition  of  which  will  no  doubt  give  a 
favorable  impression  of  the  fidelity  of  those  who  have  them 
in  charge.  But  it  is  believed  that  the  widening  and  filling 
up  of  side  ways,  to  a  certain  extent,  as  well  as  the  forma- 
tion and  repair  of  side  walks,  might  be  accomplished  from 
year  to  year,  to  an  extent  that  would  contribute  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  comfort,  convenience  and  safety  of  the  citi- 
zens, and  without  any  increased  appropriation  from  what  is 
ordinarily  made.  It  is  believed  that  more  attention  to  the 
matters  referred  to,  would  receive  the  united  commendation 
1* 


of  the  public  ;  but  in  particular  that  of  the  formation  of  side 
walks — the  neglect  of  which  is  as  disreputable  to  a  town  as 
it  is  inconvenient  for  its  citizens. 

Commercial  Street. 

A  sea-wall  has  been  built  a  part  of  the  way  on  the  wester- 
ly side  of  Commercial  street,  which  was  required  for  the 
preservation  of  the  road ;  and  an  appropriation  will  be  neces- 
sary for  further  repairs  the  coming  season. 

Dyke  on  Causeway. 

The  building  of  a  dyke  on  the  causeway  and  repairing 
the  same,  in  conformity  to  a  vote  of  the  town,  has  been  com- 
pleted, it  is  believed,  in  a  thorough  and  economical  manner. 
The  board,  mindful  of  the  interests  and  rights  of  abut- 
ters, as  well  as  those  of  the  town,  gave  its  careful  considera- 
tion to  a  proposition  made  by  them  to  have  the  dyke  built  at 
a  distance  from  and  northerly  of  the  road,  for  the  sake  of 
preventing  a  flowage  by  the  salt  water  of  their  estates — 
which  proposition  might  have  been  acceded  to  if  a  liberal 
and  equitable  contribution  had  been  offered.  But  as  the 
offer  made  was  not  considered  by  the  board  an  equivalent 
for  the  extra  expense  that  would  be  incuri'ed,  the  proposition 
was  set  aside.  The  plan  finally  adopted  has  received  some 
opposition  from  abutters,  inasmuch  as  it  was  considered  by 
them  an  encroachment  upon  their  rights.  This  board,  how- 
ever, did  not  so  consider  it ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  feel  that  its 
action  in  the  matter  has  been  just  and  proper,  and  it  is  be. 
lieved  that  the  dyke  thus  completed  and  the  road  widened , 
will  prove  an  effectual  remedy  for  the  evils  so  long  com- 
plained of  by  the  public,  without  the  least  infringing  upon 
the  interests  or  rights  of  individuals. 

A  strip  of  land  now  belonging  to  the  town,  and  that  can 
be  appropriated  to  road  purposes  only,  is  left  on  the  south- 
east side  of  the  Causeway.     And  as  it  may  be  of  value   to 


the  o^^'l^ers  of  land  adjoining,  the  road  being  there  widened 
as  much  as  is  required  (say  50  feet),  the  board  submit, 
that  it  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
the  to\ATi  if  a  vote  was  passed  to  discontinue  the  further  use 
of  the  strip  of  land  referred  to,  and  thereby  enable  the  abut- 
ters to  assume  the  fence  as  it  now  stands,  as  the  true  boun- 
daiy  between  themselves  and  the  town ;  providing,  however, 
that  unless  the  abutters  indicate  in  writing  their  approval  of 
such  an  adjustment,  it  shall  remain  as  it  now  is. 

New  Street. 

So  much  of  the  street  laid  out  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners as  extends  from  Neponset  Turnpike  to  Adams  street, 
is  fuUy  completed,  in  accordance  with  contract.  The  portion 
from  Adams  street  to  South  Boston  Turnpike  is  under  con- 
tract and  nearly  finished,  some  grading  and  side-railing  only 
being  required  to  complete  the  same.  The  whole  has  been 
contracted  for  upon  most  reasonable  terms,  and  when  ready 
for  acceptance  will,  it  is  believed,  be  satisfactory  to  the  pub- 
lic. An  obligation  now  held  by  the  town  for  the  payment 
of  three  hundred  dollars  by  a  responsible  individual,  will, 
when  paid,  bring  the  cost  for  construction  and  land  damage 
within  the  appropriation. 

The  other  portion  of  the  road,  extending  from  South  Bos- 
ton Turnpike  to  Washington  Street,  will  require  an  appro- 
priation for  its  construction. 

The  estimates  usually  made  by  this  board  for  appropria- 
tions to  meet  expenses  the  current  year,  are  omitted  in  this 
report,  as  the  amount  required  will  depend  upon  the  action 
of  the  town  upon  various  matters  that  may  be  presented  at 
the  April  meeting.

The  undersigned,  Surveyors  of  Highways,  report  to  the 
Selectmen  that  they  have  expended,  during  the  past  year, 
the  sum  of  $3,443  86,  in  repairing  roads  and  building 
bridges.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  foot  of  the  Treasurer's 
Highway  account  is  $3,558  26 ;  the  difference  is  accounted 
for  by  the  payment  of  a  bill  of  gravel  of  1849,  amounting 
to  $114  40.  Without  that  payment,  there  would  have  been 
an  unexpended  balance  in  favor  of  the  Highway  account. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  last  year  was  one  of  un- 
commonly heavy  rains,  which  were  very  destructive  to  the 
roads,  and  thereby  prevented  many  of  the  improvements 
which  were  contemplated  by  the  undersigned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CfflEF  ENGINEER. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Dorchester. 

Gentlemen, — The  following  report,  of  the  condition  of 
the  Fire  Department,  is  presented  for  your  consideration. 

The  expenses  from  Feb.  1,  1850,  to  Feb.  1,  1851,  have 
been  seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents, 
exclusive  of  the  compensation  to  Engineers  and  the  amount 
of  poll  taxes  refunded  to  Engine-men  of  1849,  as  will  appear 
by  the  Treasurer's  account.  The  Department,  during  the 
same  time,  has  been  called  out  sixteen  times — nine  of  which 
have  been  from  fires  out  of  town.  Engines  have  been  used 
at  five  fires  in  the  town,  one  in  Roxbury,  and  one  in  South 
Boston. 

The  amount  of  loss,  as  near  as  has  been  ascertained,  is 
Sl,200,  and  the  insurance  $125 ;  making  a  decrease  from  the 
previous  year,  of  loss  $7,150,  and  insurance  $5,500. 

The  Engines,  Hose  Carriages,  and  other  apparatus,  are  in 
good  order  and  ready  for  use  whenever  occasion  may  require. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Engine  Houses  have  been 
thoroughly  painted,  and  are  otherwise  in  good  repair. 

On  the  morning  of  Oct.  25th,  the  Fountain  Engine  House 
was  discovered  to  be  on  fire,  by  which  considerable  damage 
was  done  to  the  building,  and  a  large  quantity  of  leading 
hose,  &c.,  destroyed. 

The  companies  at  the  present  time  are,  Fountain  Co.  No. 
Is  at  the  Lower  Mills  ;  Independence  Co.  No.  5,  at  Neponset 
Village  ;  and  Tiger  Co.  No.  6,  near  the  Five  Corners. 

A  table  of  fires,  alarms,  &c.  is  herewith  presented.

There  were  49  marriages  in  Dorchester,  in  1850. 

There  were  272  births — 130  males,  142  females. 

These  were  children  of  parents — 

Fathers,  American,  158;  Irish,  61 ;  other  foreigners,  38; 
not  stated,  15 — 272. 

Mothers,  American,  170 ;  Irish,  60 ;  other  foreigners,  31 ; 
not  stated,  11—272. 

The  last  was  a  year  of  remarkable  health  in  this  town. 
There  were  only  68  deaths  in  1850.  Still  born,  2.  The 
deaths  were,  last  year,  one  in  117  of  the  living.  In  1849, 
one  in  54;  and  in  1848,  one  in  91.  The  average  annual 
deaths  in  the  country  part  of  the  State,  is  about  one  in  67. 
In  Boston,  for  the  last  three  years,  one  in  39.
